DOYLESTOWN. 


The Republicana of Bucka county held 


their convention on Monday and placed a 
strong ticket in the field. While the nom- 
ination of candidates was the official busi- 
ness of the convention another matter re- 
ceived attention, something ia which the 
loaders of the party were more interested 
than in the convention proceedings. 
It 


was the open declaration of war made by 
prominent leaders against the Senatorial 
aspirations 
of Assemblyman Frank G. 


Edwards, of Bristol. There was a tremend- 
ous crowd here for an off-year and it was 
the Edwards matter that brought them, 
the preliminary movement consisting of 
a tight for County Committeemen. 


The story of Bristol's contest resulting 


in the election of anti-Edwards men is well 
known, and the town sent nearly 600 peo- 
ple here. Back of the anti-Edwards move- 
ment are Hon. Robert M. Yaraley and ex- 
District Attorney John 0. Swartley, of 
Doylestown; Hon B. F. Giikeson, Joseph 
R. Grundy and Postmaster E. W. Minster, 
of BriBtol; Register John T. Fish, of Falls; 
and Charles T. Eastburn, of Yardley. 
Other prominent Republinans are also in- 
terested in the matter. The old leaders 
who have turned in against Edwards de- 
clare that they elected a majority of the 
CountyCommittee. Thus the flght for the 
State Senatorship a year hence has begun. 
It was the chief talk of the convention and 
for days after. The leaders referred to 
feel that Assemblyman Edwards and his 
friends have attempted to exercise too 
much control and hence their present atti- 
tude. 
As for the convention there was 


entire harmony and an excellent ticket 
was named. 
Several candidates were 


nominated by acclamation, having no op- 
ponents and only one ballot was taken for 
Treasurer and Register of Wills. 


The resolutions were a ^matter of deep 


interest and endorsed the State ticket, 
which met with the approval of the con- 
vention. Nothing was embodied in the 
resolutions to offend any faction, and there 
is no doubt but that Republicans are 
pleased with the county ticket and will 
give it their undivided support.

The Excursion that Failed. 


The excursion which was to have been 


run to Washington Park last Saturday af- 
ternoon by Good Will Hose Co., No. 3, did 
not take place. 
Nearly a thousand people 


had gathered on the wharf ready to take 
the boat, when the committee went among 
them announcing that tbe excursion had 
been abandoned and commenced to refund 
the money. 
Tho reason for this action 


was the failure of the boat company to 
fulfill their part of the agreement and 
send the "Twilight" to carry the excur- 
sionists to the park. 
A prominent mem- 


ber of the hose company makes the follow- 
ing statement which will enlighten the 
public and enable them to place the blame 
where it belongs: 


All the arrangements for the excursion 


were made with Mr. Fox, the general man- 
ager of tho company. 
It was agreed to 


run the excursion on the percentage plan, 
each party to receive 60 per cent of the 
profits. 
It was specially stipulated that 


the steamer "Twilight" should convey 
the excursionists to Washington Park, 
leaving Bristol at 2 P. M. and that the 
"Columbia" should run down at 8 o'clock 
arid bring the excursionists home. 
With 


this undeistanding tho bills were printed 
and a copy presented to Mr. Fox and ap- 
proved by him. 
On tho Monday preced- 


ing the excurison, Mr. Fox was interview- 
ed by a member of the committee who re- 
ceived the assurance from him that the 
arrangements were completed for the ex- 
cursion on the following Saturday. 
On 


Saturday afternoon while the crowd was 
on the wharf awaiting the arrival of the 
"Twilight" the "Pokanoket" came down 
from Trenton. 
Believing that something 


was wrong, the committee called up Mr. 
Fox on the telephone, and were informed 
that the "Pokanoket" was to take the ex- 
cursion down to the park. 
Mr. Fox was 


apprised that the boat would not hold the 
excursion as 1000 tickets had been sold. 
Ho suggested that we put on as many as 
the boat would hold, but when asked what 
ho would do with tbe remainder, 
he said 


"he did not know." 
About this time 


the "Twilight" came in sight on her up 
trip and a request was made that her pas- 
sengers be transferred to the "Pokanoket' 
and sent on to Trenton, while the "Twi- 
light" could turn around and take tbe ex- 
cursionists and the "Pokanoket's" passen- 
gers down to Philadelphia and the pare. 
This request was promptly and decisively 
refused. 
As a last roBort the committee 


asked that the "Columbia" take the ex- 
cursion down on her four o'clock trip. Be- 
ing told that she could take us only as far 
as Philadelphia there was left but one 10- 
couree and that was to abandon the excur- 
sion and refund the money. 
This was 


done, and the refreshments which had 
been purchased to sell on the boat were 
retailed at a reduced price at the hose house 
in the evening. 
By the failure of the boat 


company to keep the agreement both part- 
ies will lose about $250. 
It was subse- 


quently learned that the "Twilight" was 
chartered to carry a moonlight excursion 
from Trenton on Saturday evening and 
the management had made a change in the 
boats without the consent or knowledge of 
our committee. 
A complete statement of 


our grievances has been sent to Mr. Per- 
kins, the president ot the Delaware River 
Navigation Company, who resides at Bev- 
erly, N. J., and it is expected his reply 
will be received before the meeting of the 
company, which will be held in the hose 
house on next Tuesday evening takes place, 
when some definite conclusion regarding 
the proper course to pursue, can be reach- 
ed.

STALE BREAD AND NEW. 


Indlgeatlon 8honl<l Not Wnlt Upon 


One More Than tbe Other. 


New bread is well known to be less di- 


gestible than stale bread, although it need 
not be so. 
There can be no question, 


however, of the vastly superior flavor of 
the former, and hence the preference of 
many people for hot rolls for breakfast. 
So far the palate would appear not to be 
a safe guide to digestion. Hot rolls, how- 
ever, when masticated properly should 
not offer any difficulty to the digestive 
organs. A slice of stale bread on being 
broken with the teeth resolves into more 
or less hard, gritty particles which, unless 
they were softened by the saliva, would 
be almost impossible to swallow. 
The 


particles would irritate the throat nnd 
the gullet. 
The fact is, therefore, that 


man is compelled thoroughly to masticate 
and to impregnate stale bread with saliva 
before he swallows it. This act, of course, 
partially digests the bread and thus makes 
it in a fit state for digestion and absorp- 
tion farther on in the alimentary tract. 
This is why stale bread appears to be 
more digestible than new broad. 


New bread, on the contrary, is soft, 


doughy or plastic, and there appears to 
be no necessity to soften it with saliva; 
hence it escapes the preliminary digestive 
action of the ptynlin of the saliva. New 
bread, in other words, is in reality "bolt- 
ed," and "bolting" accounts for many of 
the ills arising from dyspepsia. 
Accord- 


ingly hot rolls should bo enjoyed for 
breakfast without fear of dyspepsia so 
long as the bread is good nnd so long as 
pains are taken to masticate it thorough- 
ly.When n dog is given n piece of meat. 
It will be noticed that he "bolts" it. There 
is not much reason why it should stay in 
the mouth, for tne mouth, beyond reduc- 
ing it by the aid of the teeth to a conven- 
ient mass, cannot deal with its digestion. 
But if the dog be given a piece of bread, 
supposing he eats it at nil, he will keep 
it in his mouth for some time and will 
almost labor over it before swallowing it. 
The dog thus teaches a very important 
physiological lesson. 


It is a curious fact that stale bread is 


not more dry than new bread, for on 
submitting stale breafl for n short time 
to a high temperature it regains its con- 
dition of newness and becomes soft or 
plastic, and this in spite of the fact that 
some moisture is of necessity driven off 
in the operation. It Is probable that In 
new bread there is free water present, 
while in stale bread the water is still 
there, but in a condition of true chem- 
ical combination, and it is this combina- 
tion which compels us thoroughly to 
moisten and to masticate stale bread be- 
fore ne consign it to the gastric centers. 
—Lancet. 


Ancient Bookkeeping Method*. 
The collection of Assyrian and Baby- 


lonian records nt the British museum has 
revealed more of the domestic life of peo- 
ple who lived 5,000 years ago than is 
known in the case of our own country- 
men 1,000 years ago. Such was the opin- 
ion expressed by Mr. W. St. Chad Bos- 
cawen when he explained these relics to 
an interested audience. The clay bricks 
and cylinders beneath the glass cases 
were covered with characters testifying 
to a completely organized system of jus- 
tice, marriage, divorce and commerce. 


The bookkeeping of 5,000 years ago 


was shown to be wonderfully accurate. A 
curious form of record is that preserved 
in the form of baked clay tablets, which 
were inclosed in clay envelopes, also in- 
scribed with the terms of the transac- 
tion, so that a double recoid provided 
against the possibilities of damage. 
The 


"open and closed evidence" spoken of by 
Jeremiah is supposed to refer to this sys- 
tem. 
The practice of recording on a 


brick the name of the king, of the build- 
ing and of tbe city in which it waa being 
erected has had the advantage in mod- 
ern days that an odd brick may become 
the means fit disinterring a city hitherto 
unknown.—London Chronicle. 


Mexican Tortilla*. 


Tortillas are thin, flat cakes fried on a 


piece of sheet iron over a brasero of char- 
coal. They are made of corn soaked In 
limewater all night, then mashed into 
paste with a toller on a hollow stone call< 
ed a metate, identical with those used by 
tbe Indians long before the Spanish in 
vasion, the mass shaped into cakes by a 
deft patting of the hands that Is often 
heard as one walks past humble Mexican 
homes. 
They have the sweet taste of the 


cereal, but are too tough for American 
digestion. 
Often they are folded togeth- 


er and used as scoops for the compounds, 
hot with chili pepper, that are dear to the 
Mexican palate or as plates on which to 
spread frijoles.—National Magazine.

men's Herald show the extraordinary pre- 
cautions taken to guard Independence Hall, 
Philadelphia, from destruction by fire. 
Watchmen maintain a patrol every hour 
of the day and night, and the only lights 
permitted in the old building are those 
used to illuminate'the clock at night. For 
trie boilers used to heat the buildine fire- 
proof vaults have been provided under the 
archways, and only two electric wires are 
allowed. Chief Baxter has provided for 
the appearance ot six engines, two trucks 
and a chemical engine within two minutes 
after an alarm is sent in from the fire- 
alarm box in the square. There are stand- 
ing instructions that, if fire should gain 
headway in the structure, a general alarm 
shall be sent in, calling to the scene twenty- 
six fire engines, six trucks, and another 
chemical engine, as well as the chief and 
nine district engineers. Every wire in the 
vicinity of the hall is specially insulated, 
and officers of the fire department regular- 
ly ;ioin the watchmen in inspecting the 
edifice. Portable fire extinguishers are 
scattered about the building, ana direc- 
tions for saving the famous old portraits 
that hang on the walls are conspicuously 
posted.

Tlie famous pianist and composer Franz 


Liszt was once made the victim of a good, 
practical joke. 


It happened In Rome at the house of a 


certain princess who had invited a-num- 
ber of guests to meet Liszt and assured 
them that they sho'uld haye an. opportuni- 
ty of enjoying his playing. Tho princess 
was well acquainted with two of Liszt's 
peculiarities. 
He was BO passionately 


fond of playing that It was difficult for 
.him to keep his fingers away from the 
key's; but, nevertheless, like many other 
pianists, he expected to be urgently en- 
treated and coaxed before he would con- 
descend to perform. 


On this occasion his hostess was deter- 


mined to make him play without a word 
ot entreaty. It was agreed by the whole 
cdmpany not only that Liszt should not 
be nsked to play, but that th<; subject of 
music should not be mentioned. The piano 
was even closed and locked and the key 
hidden. Listt came and soon saw that he 
was not to conquer. His usual triumphant 
expression vanished as he perceived that 
for once he wns not apparently regarded 
as the lion of the hour. 


Not a word was spoken of music, and 


Liszt became visibly uneasy in mind. As 
the evening wore on he grew more and 
more excited. That his fingers were itch- 
Ing with the desire to play was obvious to- 
all, but nobody helped him out. At last, 
When be could .stand the' strain no longer, 
he took advantage of a lull in the conver- 
sation, seated himself unbidden at the 
piano and attempted to raise the lid. 


The laughter and applause that follow- 


ed: the unsuccessful attempt snowed Liszt 
that he was the victim of a conspiracy. 
But his love for playing was too. strong 
folr his resentment. The key was brought, 
and Liszt played, to the delight of his en- 
raptured audience.
